Quick Guide - How to Organize Cables 



^^Turn off the power. 

Label cables and 
cable ports. 

Unplug cables on 
one end as needed. 

Stack hubs & 
power adapters on 
CableHook shelf. 

Secure with bungee cords. 
Simply stretch bungee and 
press into groove. 

1 Mount power strip. 

Loop cord and hang power 
strip on back hook. Or, mount 
it on the wall. 

Loop & tie cables. 

Hang cables on 
CableHooks.

Mount Anywhere 



Clamp it on 
through grommet 
hole or on desktop.

Push lever up 
to tighten and lock. 

Slip CableTrack into DeskClamp.

Use upper or lower track. Adjust to desired width.

DETAILED INSTRUCTIONS 



Power down. 

Turn off the power to prevent unwanted surprises. 

Choose a safe location. 

Now find a good place to mount your Cable Manager. 
Make sure there's plenty of room for your knees. 
Avoid natural disasters like space heaters, moisture 
or your pet's favorite sleeping spot. 

Clamp it on. 

Hold the ClampHead snugly over the back of your 
desk, through the cable grommet hole, or anywhere 
you think might work. Press the orange lever up until 
it latches and i/o/7a....you're ready to organize cables. 
If you need to move your Cable Manager to a better 
location, it's easy. Just release the lever and clamp 
it somewhere else. 

No place to clamp? Mount it with screws. 

Your Cable Manager will mount with screws 
anywhere under the desk or on the wall. Unlatch lock 
and release lever, pull it down and pull ClampHead 
out. Mount as shown in illustration A. Or, remove 
CableTrack and mount as shown in illustration B. 

To release: unlatch lock and release lever, pull up on 
the ClampHead while pushing up on the catch above 
the orange lever. The lever will not release if the 
ClampHead is restricted from moving upwards. 



Slip the CableTrack into DeskClamp. 

The CableTrack slips easily into "L" shaped 
notches on the front or the back of the DeskClamp 
assembly. When it's centered, you'll feel it 
snug up tight. 

Snap the CableHooks in. 

Snap 2 CableHooks into CableTrack and 1 into 
back of DeskClamp assembly. The CableHooks hang 
cables as well as create an adjustable-width shelf 
for your small devices. To adjust shelf width, lift 
CableHook slightly, slide left or right and snap down 
to lock into place. 

CableHooks mount on upper or lower tracks. 
Using the lower track provides more room to store 
small devices like hubs, modems and those pesky 
power supplies that are forever in the way. Each 
CableTrack holds up to 4 or more CableHooks. 



NOW, GET EVERYTHING OFF THE 
FLOOR. ..REALLY. 



Label cables and cable ports. 

As you untangle the first cable, label it at 
both ends with Cable-Safe labels. It will 
be easier to unplug one end of each 
cable so you can move things around. 
Now label both the source and destination 
equipment ports where it plugs in. The patterns are 
distinctive and make identifying cables easy. If you 
want more information on any cable write on the 
label with a pencil or ballpoint pen. The labels are 
made of a tough plastic film so avoid writing notes 
with gel pens which may smudge. 

Now you'll know, at a glance, which cable goes to 
which port. 

Stack your small devices on the shelf. 

Place your USB hubs, power supplies, modems and 
other small devices on the newly created 
under-the-desk shelf. Adjust the CableHooks from 
side to side so they fit under your equipment. 

Secure all the devices with quick-latch bungee 
straps. Stretch the bungee and slip it 
into any of 24 bungee slots on the CableTrack or 
CableHook. Pull it over your small devices and 
stretch it across a second bungee slot and let go. 
To release simply pull it up and out of the slot. 





jjj Mount your power strip off the floor. 

Loop the power strip cord and hang it on the back 
CableHook. Power strips can hang on the front 
hooks too. However, using the back CableHook 
provides more organizing space. 

^ Loop, hang and separate cables. 

Now gather excess cable length into loops. 
For super-neat, straight loops bundle them at 
top and bottom with the provided hook & loop Ca- 
bleStraps. For more casual loops just bundle them 
once in the middle. 




Whoa, not too tight there. Leave enough length available to be able to move 
your equipment around on the desk top and enough length to reach the power strip 
without pulling. 



And there you are. All your cables are off 
the floor, labeled and easy to access.
